° BACKWARD VIEW: Last month your Commandery earned an Inspection mark of 9 plus, the second highest 
mark obtainable. We were not so fortunate the year before. For a number of years prior thereto we earned the 
highest mark, 10 minus. To earn a mark of 10 minus a Commandery must earn 975 points out of a possible 
1000 points; 950 of these points are for ritual and tactics; 50 points are for attendance. This year your Officers 
lost very few points for ritual and tactic errors. But since only 164 Sir Knights of Boston Commandery were 
present we lost several points and more than enough to deprive us of a 10 minus. 


° FORWARD VIEW: Next year we can again return to a 10 minus Inspection. There are two ways to accomplish 
this goal. First, your Officers can try to achieve ritualistic and tactical PERFECTION, thus enabling us to 
absorb a serious and unfair point attendance loss. Second, a sufficient number of Sir Knights of Boston 
Commandery, 150 approximately, along with our sick list, must attend the Inspection, thus allowing the Officers 
a chance for a 10 minus if they are only 97.5% perfect. Your Officers are trying. You owe it to them to be sure 
to attend Inspection next year.

ANCIENT HISTORY of the BOSTON COMMANDERY NO. 2 K.T. 
(March 12, 1927) 


The 125th Anniversary of the establishment of what is now Boston Commandery Knights Templar 


should fix itself in the mind of every member as one of the most important events in the history of the 
order of this country. 


“Caed Mile Failte” 


The ritual in its original form was first exemplified here in America by members of several Irish 
regiments who were part of the English troops quartered in Boston previous to the Revolutionary War. 
The first recipients of the ritual work were members of the St. Andrew’s Royal Arch Lodge. 


The new Order was successfully kept alive after the departure of the soldiers with their army lodges 
and after the town had become a component part of a new nation. 


Finally on March 12, 1802, ten of these Sir Knights organized what they then termed “Boston 


Encampment” and from that date until 1806 conferred the “Order of Knighthood” on a number of 
Companions. 


In 1806 it was found desirable to unite with Sir Knights of Rhode Island to form a Grand Encamp- 
ment of the two states, in an organization now known as the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. When the Boston men found their titles did not agree with those of their 
Rhode Island brethren, “Boston Encampment” became “Boston Encampment of Knights Templar.” 


The growth of the organization has been remarkable; the ten members who formed “Boston 
Encampment” in 1802 had increased to 550 by the time of its 80th anniversary. In 1902, at its 100th 
anniversary, its membership was 1,000 and today (1927) it is upwards of 1,500. In this period of time 
it has supplied 19 Grand Commanders of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


As an organization it took prominent parts in the ceremonies of laying the corner stone of the 
Bunker Hill monument on June 17, 1825, the introduction of a public water supply in front of City Hall 
on September 17, 1856; the dedication of the General Joseph Warren Statue on Bunker Hill on July 17, 
1857; the laying of the corner stone of the First Masonic Temple at Tremont and Boylston Street on 
October 14, 1864, and its dedication on June 24, 1867; the laying of the corner stone of the Boston Post 
Office on October 16, 1871; the dedication of the Army and Navy monument on Boston Common on 


September 17, 1871, and the dedication of the monument to our Pilgrim Forefathers at Plymouth on 
August 1, 1889,

The number of members returned last year, June 30, 1993, was 521; admitted this year by knighting three 
(3) and by affiliation from other Commanderies two (2) for a gross figure of 526. There were six (6) demits, 
three (3) members suspended for non-payment of dues, coupled with eighteen (18) deaths reducing the gross 
figure by 27, present membership 499 as of June 30, 1994, All three Sir Knights were created at the November 11, 


1993 Stated Conclave. The two affiliations were Sir Knieht Al Moore from Huch de Pay No. 20 and Ebern H.

deaths. Boston Commandery membership has not been under 500 since 1802 when the Commandery had 550 
members on its 80th Anniversary. 


Conclaves for the year ending June 30, 1994 were 10 Stated with average attendance of 50 Sir Knights, 
there were two Special Conclaves average attendance 75. Attendance has always been a factor but never more 
noticeable than at our Inspection when the penalty assessed for the low attendance count can’t possibly overcome
